O DETERMINE O0OST '
OF PRODUCING WHRAT

What the price of wheat should be
in order that growers have a falr
profit Is to be determined in at least
three counties of Nebraska next year.
The farm bureaus of Gage, Seward
and Polk counties have obtalned
from the University Department of

Rural Economics blanks to keep a
complete record of production ecosts.
Twenty-five of these records will be
kept in each county, a suflicient num-
ber to accurately determine the cost
of growing wheat, By adding a falr
profit 10 this cost, the price which
the farmer should have for his wheat
can be determined. At present fig-
ures are given for producing wheat,
no  accurate record having been
made. These three farm bureaus
have recided to put an end to all ar-
gument regarding the price of whent,
They will be able to announce next
yoar at this time just what it should
be If the producers are 10 make pro-
fit. The cost of ralsing corn and
hogs is being determined In ten
counties this year,
